Krankfort, Ky., Jan. 30.— Gov. 
Wilson todav acted favorably 
upon the application of Berea 
College for a remission of the 
Commonwealth's portion of the 
tine of 11,000 assessed against 
B^rea College under the "Day 
Law." The act under which the 
ine was imposed provided a pen- 
alty for any college or other edu- 
cational institution which ad- 
mitted both black and white as 
students. The act was in the 
courts for a number of years 
upon a test of constitutionality, 
and only recently the Supreme 
Court of the United 
clared it constiutiooal. In giv- 
ing his reasons for the remission 
of the fine, the Governor says; 

-After Berea College had 
been a useful institution, doing 
a noble work for many years to 
educate and bless the poor, both 
the white youth of the moun- 
tains and gome of the colored 
youth, a law was pissed making 
it a public oftenfe to educate 
white and black in the same 
school. There was a serioaB 
question raised in good faith as 
to the constitutionality of this 
law, but it was finally adjudged 
constitutional in the Circuit 
Court, and this judgement was 
affirmed in the Court of Appeals 
and the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

"The result of this law and 
prosecution was a very serious 
blow to Berea College forcing 
the division of the all too slender 
endowment between funds for 
the benefit of the white students 
and funds for the benefit of the 
black students, aud has brought 
upon the college a fine of #1,000, 
an immense sum in costs, and no 
doubt serious expenses for at- 
torney's fees, and to that extent 
has set back the cause of educa- 
tion, and everything that the 
college pays for this i6 that much 
taken from the funds for educa- 
eation. 

"As this was a new law, and 
the defense was in good faith, 
and Berea Colleee has been and 
is one of the most useful institu- 
tions in the State, 1 am sure 
that the judgemeut of the peo- 
ple of all of the State will ap 
prove the action of the Governor 
in remitting the State's part of 
t|p fine imposed, and I therefore 
direct that the State's part of 
the tine in the Commonwealth 
against Berea College be and is 
hereby remitted."

to 912.25- The receipts have 
beeu so heavy at the rehandling 
bouses that all 0 f them have been 
rushed to tfaeir full capacity and 
it has been necessary to ship 
large quantities of tobacco to 
otter towns to be worked up.

and the Italian Regie are buyiug 
heavily, as well as practically all 
of the independent concerns and 
representatives.

State Capitol at FranklorL 



Madisouville, Ky., Feb. 2.— J. 
B. Moore, formerly of Hopkins 
county, who has been purchas- 
ing timber iu Tennessee, found 
a beech tree bearing the name 
"D. Boone," "1784" and "1800." 

It is thooght that Daniel 
Boone, the famous explorer and 
pioneer of Kentucky, passed 
through the valley where the 
tree stands in 1784 and carved 
his name and the date. The lat- 
ter date, 1800, was evidently 
made upou his return en route to 
Kentucky from an exploring ex 
peditiou 111 Tennessee. 

One hundred and twenty-five 
years have elapsed since the first 
date on the tree was carved by 
Daniel Boone. The famous 
beech stands in a beautiful val 
ley and is so dense with foliage 
that the sun rarely shines through 
the leaves. The owner of the 
property ou which the tree stands 
hns beeu offered a large sum of 
money by various parties for the 
stump of the tree bearing the 
name and date, but he has re 
fused all offers. 



According to the official ad- 
vance sheets of 1900 Catholic Di- 
rectory there are 14,285,461 Cath- 
olics in the United States. Add- 
ing the number of Catholics in 
the foreign possession, Phillip- 
pine Islands, Porte Rico and 
Sandwich Islands, the grand total 
of Catholics under the United 
States flag would amount to 22,- 
474,440. The figures show an in- 
crease duriug the past year of 
368,025. These statistics were 
prepared under the direction of 
Archbishop Glennon, of St. 
Louis, and are authentic 

The oldest prelate in point of 
service is the IU. Rev. William 
George McCloskey, Bishop ef 
Louisville, who was consecrated 
May 24, 1868. His Eminence, 
Cardinal Gibbons, is second, hav- 
ing been consecrated Bishop, 
August 16, of the same year. 

According to the directory 
there are 4,703 parishes with pa* 
rochial schools, and the total 
number of children in these par- 
ish schools is 1,197,913. There 
200 orphan asylums in which 
44,966 orphans are cared tor. 
All told, there are 1,004 chari- 
table institutions in the various 
diocese*. 

The Catholic hierarchy of the 
country consists of one apos 
delegate, one cardinal, t! 
archbishops, ninety bishops, 
two archabbots, sixteen abbots 
and one prefect apostolic. There 
are 10,098 Catholic priests, 11,- 
885 of whom are secular clergy, 
and V,208 members of religious 
orders. The total number of 
churches iB 12,928. There are 
eighty seminaries with 5,687 
students attending same. There 
are 213 universities and colleges 
for boys, and 708 academies for 
girls.

Washington — The figures that 
appear in the present Interstate 
Commerce Commission accident 
bulletin give the number of per 
sons killed in train accidents 
dnriug the months of July, Aug- 
ust and September, 1908, as 
shown in the reports made by 
the railroad companies, to be 
191, and injured S,04tt. Acci- 
dents of other kiwis, including 
those accidents to employes while 
at work and to passengers while 
getting on or off the cars, etc., 
bring the total number of casual- 
ties up to 17,279 (784 killed and 
10,. r »4. r > injured). 

The total number of collisions 
and derailments iu the quarter 
now under review was 2,507 
< 1,170 collisions and 1,2197 derail- 
ments) of which 192 collisions 
184 derailments airected passen- 
ger trains. The damage to the 
■car*,, engines and roadway- by 
theao accidents aniouuted to II, • 
960, 40U. 

The totals of the present record 
shown aro smaller than in the 
corresponding quarter of a year 
ago. 

fu 1892 the New York Tribune 
printed a list of American mil- 
lionaires. The gentlemen who 
at first may have felt Mattered 
hp such publicity had reacon 
Mortly afterward deeply to de- 
plore it.

During the elevwu mouths end- 
ing Nov. BO, 1908, there were 414 
persous killed and 20,254 persous 
injured on the street cars, ele- 
vated railroads aud subways in 
the city of New York. During 
1907 the total traffic of Greater 
New York was l,aa0,77tf,165 pas- 
sengers, of whom 474 were killed 
and 2,198 seriously injured.

Ceremony of Sect of Brahmins In 
Honor of Goda of Fire and Water. 

Six thousand Hlndua and a select 
lew English officials have recently wit- 
aessed in the neighborhood of Madras 
• remarkable religious ceremony, the 
principal actors being Solvrastas, a 
sect of Rrahmins. 

The festival was called "the march 
through lire," and it is appropriately 
enough named. The proceedings were 
lo honor of Brahma and Vishnu, the 
gods of water and fire. 

Preparations for the ceremony had 
Veen going on for a month. A trench 
S3 feet long and 19 feet deep was dug. 
and In It a fire was kindled. At sun* 
rise 40 fanatic*, who were to demon- 
strate their asbestos nature, slowly 
marched around th* furnace bearing, 
the curloui Idola. The Solvrastas wer* 
elothed In yellow tunics, and without 
hesitation entered the fire trench sing- 
ing a hymn, the refrain of which was 
"Oovlnda! Qovlnda!" 

After walking around this artificial 
Gehenna three limes they emerged ap- 
parently none the worse for their ex- 
perience, and have established an un- 
assailable claim for sancltlty amonff 
their people.

the rights or American eltlsenshlp. 
He came to this country early In 1868, 
with a number of other Neapolitan 
novices of the Franciscan order, and

He expressed a wish to spend his 
life In mission work in the Cnited 
States, and his superiors permitted 
him to take out naturalization papers. 

This he did, and voted for den. 
Grant at his second election In 1872 
The future prince of the church was 
presented to the warrior president by 
his superior during one of the prest 
dent* visits to New York In 1874. 

Mgr. Falconlo's tenure of office has 
been marked by many important 
eventa, but he Is reckoned the most 
peaceful of any representative of the 
pope In this country. He has exer- 
cised his power with remarkable Judg- 
ment and equity and has gained th* 
esteem of the hierarchy and the re- 
gard ot the lesser clergy.

He has always enjoyed 
the confidence of the papal eecretary, 
and the relations between the Ameri- 
can delegation and that important por- 
tion or the Roman curia have been 
marked by the utmost friendliness. 

Mgr. Falconlo is not In robust 
health, and this fact had led the of- 
ficials to hasten his promotion so that 
his duties may not be so arduous.

Attorney Genersl Will Net File a 
Reply Brief as the Compsny Does 
Attack the Law Which It 
- Had Violated. 



• Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 3— There 
was a long conference at the executive 
manalon Tuesday night between Gov 
cr:.or Hadley and Elliot W. Major, the 
now attorney general, to dlscuas the 
unique proposition filed by the Stand- 
ard Oil company, with the supreme 
court Monday. John Kennlah. who waa 
assistant attorney general under Mr. 
Hadley waa with them by Invitation. 

The document filed Monday was a 
plea for mercy; but It goes Into the 
Pawrl record formally as a brief In sup- 
port of a motion for a rehearing of the 
caae. Mr. Hadley haa taken the posl- 
Mon at tbe time that the mRtter of 
punishment belongs to the court and 
It la no part of the duties of the at- 
torney general to suggest more than to 
call the attention of the court to tke 
law prescribing punishment. 

Ordinarily the attorney general 
would file a reply brief; but In this 
easo, the company does not attack the 
law. so the only thing that will be 
ion* will be to notify the court that If 
It shall take up the question of modify- 
ing th* decree of ouster, th* attorney 
general will ask to be beard with sug- 
gestlons. 

If the court la disposed to consider 
the plea for a modification of th* 
Judgment of ouater, the attorney 
general or possibly the governor, act- 
ing for him will insist upon two things. 

First — Ther* must be a substantial 
Increaae In the fine inflicted upon the 
Standard Company and its constituent 
companies. 

Second— There must be provision 
made for an effective plan of state 
supervision of the business of tbe 
Standard Oil company whether along 
the line suggested by the company or 
otherwise.

Commemorates Wadding Anniversary 
of Founders of Mehonk. 

New York —One of the moat later 

turns* in this country is the recently

The Lake Moaoak peace conferences 
of the past dozen or morn years have 
attracted the attention of the whole 
civilised world because they have 
brought together men and women 
from all nations as the guests of Mr. 
and Mrs. Smiley at the unique hotel 
to which has boon given the name of 
the "Temple of Peace - 



President Charlea W. Kllot. 
for years head of Harvard unlveralty. 
has tendered his resignation. Presl 
dent Bllot will he 76 years old next 
March, and desires to be free from 
the cares of office the remainder of 
his life. 

Although because 'of his age the res- 
ignation of President Bllot haa been 
looked forward to aa a probability for 
the last two or three years, the newn 
that he will retire In the near future 
will doubtless cauae surprise to thou 
sands of Harvard graduates through 
out the country. He la the dean ol 
American unlveralty prealdenta, and 
the general public, like Harvard men, 
haa grown to look upon him as aa 
educatlonnl Institution not to be 
changed auddenly. No unlveralty head, 
Indeed, probably ia better known to 
the public then Prealdent Kllot, and 
hla long administration of unlveralty 
affalra, In lta essential roaperta, 
seems In keeping with Harvard's aplr 
It and hlatory. 

Prealdent Kllot Is In hla seventy- 
fifth year, having be+>n born In Hos- 
ton. March 20, 1S34. Hn waa fitted 
for college at the Boston Latin achool 
and In 1*61 was graduated from Har- 
vard. From 1854 to 1868 be was tu- 
tor In mathematics and student In 
chemistry at the university; In 1868 

mathematics and chemistry In the uni- 
versity's lawrence Scientific school 
and remained In that capacity five 
years Then he went to Rurope and 
studied chemistry and Investigated 
educational methods for two years. 
Returning to the United States In 
1886. he became professor of analytic 
al chemistry In the Massachusetts In 
stitute of Techuology. where he re- 
mained four years. Again he went 
abroad, to France, where he atudled 
a year and In 1889 he returned to 
take up the preaidency of Harvard. 

At the time he became the bead ol 
thia old and wealthy aeat of learning 
and culture Prealdent Eliot was 36

Schoolroom and Factory Combined ln» 
Latest Experiment— Hlflh-School- 
boys Spend Alternate 
a in Shops. 



New York.— Advanced ground in in- 
dustrial educational work has been, 
taken In Fltchburg, Mass. Educators 
In all parts of the country are watch- 
ing the development of the ambitions 
undertaking with more thsn passing

A Quaker himself and with a 
line of Quaker ancestry, Mr. Smiley 
haa ban a lifelong advocate of uni- 
versal peace. 

Partly in recognition of bis years of 
service In tbe cause of peace and part- 
ly as a token of their personal regard 
for blm and bla wife the friends of 
Mr. and Mrs. Bmlley determined to 
commemorate tbe goldea anniversary 
of their marriage by presenting to 
them a gift that should serve as a 
permanent memorial. This gift has 
taken tbe form of a unique and mag- 
nificent gateway, costing 876, 000. 

Ground for the gateway was broken 
on July 8, 1807. the fiftith anniversary 
of Mr. and Mrs. Smlley'a marriage, 
aud the gateway waa dedicated In tbe 
areeeaoe of a great conoonrne of no- 
tables a abort Boss ago. 

Mr. Bmlley now to his etgbty-S/ot 
year, has made provision fur the atu> 
tluuanoe Of the 
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Tbe name of President Eliot will 
forever be associated with the de 
velopment of the electee system In 
American uiiiveraltles. He, possibly 
more than any bod > else, brought 
about this h.w.tr m. which was for s 
long time looked upon with suspicion 
and distrust and has not yet fonnd 
universal acceptance, though to a da 
gree ita principles have beeu accepted 
by nearly every one of our larger In- 
stitutions of learning. The system 
differs fundamentally from the old 
rigid curriculum of prescribed studies 
in allowing a student to choose the 
greater part of the atudlea he must 
take to earn a degree. According tu 
Prealdent Eliot's views on the system 
It promotes concentration and ladl 
vlduallty. equipping each atudent to 
make the largeet contribution to th« 
betterment of the race aud combining 
practical with theoretical culture. 

It haa been aald of President Eliot 
that he Is "first, Isat and only a unl 
varsity admlniatrntor," instead of being 
first a great teacher or author or 
and aecondly a groat admlnla- 
He has the faculty, highly de 
veloped. of coordinating the work ol 
maay men toward a harmonious and 
effective end. aud he has a vigorous 
aud impressive personality that has 
enabled him to carry out his Idea* 
without exciting opposition. His kind 
llneas of spirit and desire to put stu 
deuts on their houor aa much m poe 
triple bave made him popular with 
undergraduates to au extraordinary 
degree.

InteresL as upon the auccenn or fall 
tire of the departure will depend 
whether or not the plan Is adopted 
elsewhere. This fall the second year 
high-schoolboys received the privilege 
of learning a metal trade by going 
Into the factories of the town to uwk 
one week at regular factory hours and 
to return to the schoolroom the fol- 
lowing week, thus alternating between 
factory and acboolroom throughout 
the year. Twenty boys were elected 
to take tbe new course, and the re- 
ports for the first three months of 
the experiment aro altogether favor- 
able, not one of tbe 20 boya having 
shown any desire to abandon the 
binatlon of schoolroom 
work. 

It. Is the Brit attempt of the kind in 
n public school. A course similar to 
this one has been In operation at the 
University of Cincinnati far older 
boys, and tbe Fltchburg experiment la 
patterned after tbe C'lnclnnntl Men. 
The course Is one of four years, the 
first year consisting exclusively ol 
schoolroom work and the three fol- 
lowing years of theoretical and prac- 
tical training equnlly apportioned. 
The factory ownern. seven of 





are cooperating with tbe school de- 
partment, nay that tbe high school- 
boys are making better progress tbaa 
the Mil time apprentices, and Superin- 
tendent Joseph U. Kdgerly of the 
Fltobburg public schools reports that 
the schoolroom work of these boys to 
up to the standard. 
Tbo success of the Fltchburg plan 
no wall assured that stops ara 
being tnken in a nnmher of other 
cities, whose school authorities bave 
b ona in correspondence with Superin- 
tendent Edgarly. to begin similar 
courses next year. Superintendent 
Kdgerly nnd Principal John O. Thomp- 
son of the Massachusettt State Nor- 
mal school at Fltchburg, who baa 
takeu a deep Interest In the working 
out of the plan, believe they have 
a long way toward solving the 
lent of bow best to beep the boys 
the high school for tbe full four y 
course, a problem that baa been tha 
deapalr of educators la all manufac- 
turing towns, such aa Is Fltchburg. 
The belief of many parents, whether 
right or wrong, that their boys, who 
must eventually find their way into 
the shops, were wasting time in school 
when they could be learning a trade 
has been tbe chief causa of the falling 
off In the enrollment of second and 
third-year high school classes. 

Inability of parents to support their 
bays during the four years they vere 
In the high school has also unquestion- 
ably been a big factor, but this has 
been eliminated In Fltchburg, as the 
boys who take the shop-work courts 
will bo able to earn enough to clothe 
themselves, nnd even pay board, with 
out Interference with their achool 
work, alnce they receive regular ap- 
proattce wages for the actual time 
thsy work In the factories. The first 
year thsy receive ten cents an hour, 
and they work approximately 1,860 
hours. Working tbe tame number of 
hours the two following yean, they 
receive 11 and 18 % ceata an hour, re- 
apecttvely, and they are as well fitted 
for their trade aa If they had pat In 
all of their time In the factory— bat- 
ter fitted, bocauae of a livelier Intelli- 
gence aad ability to use tbelr heads 
as well as their hands, Superintendent 
Kdgerly says. 

The shopwork contltts of Instruc- 
tion under practical overseers in tha 
operation of lathes, planers, drilling 
machines bench and floor work and 
auoh other machine Work, according to 
the ability of tbe apprentice, as per- 
tains to the particular branch of 
manufacture of the shop where the 
boy la employed. Of tbe 80 boys who 
entered the Fltrbburg shops last Au- 
gust, 16 ara learning tbe machinist's 
trade, two aro receiving practical la- 
otructioa in pattern making aad two 
ia drafting The co-operative course 
includes Eagllth. mathematics, with 
tables aad simple shop problems.
